Based upon review of the information contained in the monitoring reports, the San 
Diego Water Board has the following comments: 

In March 2011, the echinoderm growth portion of the chronic toxicity test exceeded the 
effluent limitation (limit) of 1.0 TUc with a value of 2.0 TUc. This exceedance is a 
violation of Order No. R9-2007-0034. 

The California Water Code (CWC) includes provisions for a variety of enforcement 
actions for violations of the terms and conditions of Order No. R9-2007-0034, the CWC, 
and the Clean Water Act. Violations of Order No. R9-2007-0034 may subject America 
Plaza Owners Association to further enforcement including Cleanup and Abatement 
Orders, Cease and Desist Orders, Administrative Assessment of Liability, and/or 
termination of enrollment under Order No. R9-2007-0034. Liability could be 
administratively imposed to a maximum of $10,000 per violation plus $10 per gallon of 
waste discharged. After an initial violation of the terms and conditions of the Order is 
discovered, prevention of further violations is necessary to prevent further enforcement 
actions.
